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Industrial acreage in the West Andover 
Industrial Park will be reduced to a few 
smaller tracts when Digital Equipment 
Corp., completes agreements to purchase 
the Polaroid building and an additional 102 
acres abutting the property. 

Digital officials met with town ad- 
ministrators Wednesday morning to pre- 
sent site plans for the former Polaroid 
property and also to outline the 102 acre- 
tract: They said it is anticipated the com- 
pany would exercise its option on the en- 
tire 150 acres, and existing building within 
30 days. 

With the acquisition, there will be two 
35-acre tracts remaining available in the 
northwest quadrant, where GCA is 
currently building another -17-acre tract 
across Route 93 from Valle’s. 

While plans for the 102-acre acquisition 
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are not definitive at this point, the com- 
pany does expect to construct a three- 
story office building on an 1l-acre tract 
next to the Polaroid plant, once the site 
plan is approved by local authorities. 

The Polaroid plant, which is now just 
four walls and a roof, could not be ex- 
pected to be in use for about a year, Bill 
Krasnow, chief engineer for Digital told 
the group. Considerable work is necessary 
to complete the interior and the site must 
be redesigned for his firm’s needs. 
Polaroid anticipated a manufacturing un- 
it, while Digital thinking at. the moment is 
directed toward using the building for its 
engineering work. This could result in 
employment of 500-800 there.

Federal Judge David Nelson last week 
challenged Andover’s 11 ABC students to 
take advantage of their opportunity to 
‘“‘srow and develop’ in Andover, and to 
‘demand of yourselves’ to become 
leaders of their communities. 


Speaking at the annual meeting of An- 
dover ABC at Kemper Auditorium, Judge 
Nelson said he feels many opportunities 
have been given to him because he is 
black, but not to other blacks who had un- 
developed talent. 

‘Being black and industrious presents 
the real opportunities in today’s market,”’ 
he said. 

‘‘You have to develop the future 
leadership of the entire community of 
whites and blacks,’’ he told the students. 
‘Your failures will be the failures of your 
communities.” 

He said that was his credo, the reason 
for his involvement in law, health, public 


- affairs and education, ‘‘and why I’m here 


tonight.” 


‘*Min« is the task of making returns to 
the corimunity,’’ he went on, ‘‘providing 
the bootstraps by which to pull others up.”’ 

The judge said that he is right back in 
Roxbury where he grew up. ‘‘Others may 


look at it as a ghetto,” he said, ‘‘but I con- 
sider it an opportunity.”’ 

‘*My challenge to you,”’ he said, “‘is to go 
and do likewise.”’ 

He said there’s ‘‘a world out there that 
says no to jobs of wealth for minorities, no 
to equal opportunities in education, no to 
respect and no to the very simple concept 
of equal access.”’ 

‘‘Each man has a personal responsibili- 
ty to refrain from violence,”’ he said. ‘‘All 
we need is what every citizen needs: 
access. 

In the area of education Judge Nelson 
said Boston is at least as segregated as it 
once was. ‘‘We need new pilots,’’ he said,

“to replace those of us who have sailed 
through the storms.”’ 

Because there’s ‘‘an angry white popula- 
tion that refuses to share its resources,”’ 
he said, too few minority youths aspire to 
college educations. 

His greatest ‘‘personal defeat, personal 
disgrace,’’ he said, had come in the area of 
decent housing. He said the Cardinal 
recently had to back off from a project he 
had been long involved in, because of dis- 
sention within his Church. ‘‘They’re going 
to put a cemetery on that spot instead,” 
Nelson said, ‘‘to house dead people.”’ 

Judge Nelson, who said he is probably 
the first and only black federal judge in 


Massachusetts and one of the few in all of 
New England, said there’s a lack of oppor- 
tunity ‘“‘even in this most trusted branch of 
government.” 

But, he said, there are still many, many 
important jobs in the system for 
minorities ‘‘if we identify ourselves and 
qualify for them.’’ 


‘‘We await your emergence,”’ he said to 
the students. ‘‘We wait to be uplifted by 
your ideas, for you to show a new face to 
the world that serves all mankind.”’

‘‘We are not objecting to the farm,”’ said 
one neighbor, ‘‘but we want it run in an 
orderly manner. I would think that Tisbert 
could run it in a manner recognizing that 
there are neighbors in the area, and not as 
if he were running a hundred-acre farm.”’ 

However, Board of Health Chairman 
Dr. Douglas Dunbar said the board had 
found ‘“‘nothing particularly improper” 
about the farm following an inspection of 
the property by Director of Community 


Development and Planning Rhys Kear, 


Building Inspector William Meins, and 
Sanitarian Daniel Tremblay. 

“The farm was there when the 
neighbors moved in,’’ Dunbar explained. 
“The farm was a farm. Liquifying wastes 
and spreading them has been done for 
generations, and it’s never been shown 
that this is a health problem. Any public 
health risk has arisen because of the pop- 
ulation moving in next to the farm.”’ 

The neighbors maintained, however, 
that the problem has arisen only during 
the past two years, and that Tisbert has 
greatly increased the number of cows on 
the farm in recent months. 

“There were not 70 cows, horses and 
chickens when we moved in,”’ said one, 
while another neighbor added, ‘‘This was 
nothing of a farm two years ago.”’ 

Describing the problem as a conflict of 
interest. board member Dr. Joseph 
Kartell said the farmer is ‘‘entitled to the 
odor. Tisbert is a citizen, too. We are not 
unsympathetic to your concerns,”’ he told 
the neighbors, ‘‘but the board has looked 
into this in detail, and what we’ve found so 
far doesn’t do much for you.”’ 

Dunbar said the board of health would 
take further steps to learn how many 
animals can safely be kept on the farm, 
and whether Tisbert is keeping pigs 
without a license. 

The board will also investigate the bury- 
ing of dead animals, he said, although ad- 
ding that dead animals are part of ‘‘the 
normal farming process,’’ and that dairy 
farms are inspected at the state, rather 
than local level. - 

But the board of health cannot deal with 
the neighbors’ remaining complaints, said 
Dunbar. He recommended that they take 
their complaints about horses and 
machinery to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 

The chairman also explained that there 
is no town bylaw governing the number of

An Historic Finale 


The closing of Andover’s public schools today for the 
year is somewhat historic. 

One elementary school will close and several prin- 
cipals will be assigned to new buildings. 

We trust that there could be some nostalgic feelings, 
even a little sadness as the bells toll for the final time 
and the youngsters head homeward for a summer of fun 
and frolic. 

But, there is little fear that the town’s school system 
will be jeopardized by the moves, more is the guarantee 
that Andover’s public education will prosper by the 
moves mandated by the need for new secondary eal os 
tion facilities. 

Doherty’s closing today signals the fact that another 
building is nearing its finale as an educational facility — 
the East Junior High. It is the need to replace that 
facility that resulted in the decision to close Doherty 
and renovate the building, which, with additions, will 
become a junior high sometime in 1983. 

During the past year, the school building program has 
been uppermost in the thinking of parents and educators 
alike. Inherent in the planning was the fact that at least 
one elementary school would be closed at the end of this 


committee, which ultimately had to make the final 
decision. They heard pleas to retain the neighborhood 
schools children were presently attending. Principals 
were praised as being excellent administrators. 

But a decision had to be made — based both on declin- 
ing enrollments and the need to replace East Junior . 
-High in a most economical manner. 

Closing the Doherty was agreed upon, and the ad- 
ministration proceeded to effect transfers of six prin- 
cipals, with the beginning of the new school year in 
September. 

The action should not effect the quality of education in 
Andover, in the least. 

If the town has a well-planned educational program, it 
should matter little who is the administrator of a par- 
ticular school building. 

We firmly believe that this change may well benefit 
the system, with changing staff simply moving to 
another building but maintaining continuity of program 
throughout the system. 

Andover’s educators and administrators have dis- 
played a professional approach to the town’s 
educational needs and all have considerable experience

school year. 


And, while the decision was being discussed, there 
were anxieties among parents as to where their 
children would be attending classes in September. 

The matter was discussed fully before the school 


not only in the field, but in the town as well. 


It is for these reasons, that as today may be an 


historic school year closing, we are confident the transi- 
tion in September will be smooth and hardly noticeable,

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Andover A Haven For Recycling 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Lately, more and more residents from 
surrounding towns have taken to bringing 
their old newspapers and discarded bottles 
to Andover, leaving them outside the 
homes of Andover residents. 

This is not a new variation on van- 
dalism, but is in fact encouraged by those 
Andover residents: The people exporting 
part of their trash are simply par- 
ticipating in the town’s successful recycl- 
ing program. 

The seven-year-old program not only at- 
tracts out-of-towners, but calls and letters 
from all over New England and as far 
away as California as well, says Recycling 
Committee President Virginia Cole. 


“We have been offering curbside pick-up 
service longer than any other community I 
know of,’’ explains Cole. ‘“‘People hear 
about the program and want to know how 
we do it.” 

Community support is the key to the 
program’s success, says Cole, from the 
first town meeting that voted to ap- 
propriate funds for the program (and 
applauded that vote), to town officials who 
have always been ‘‘encouraging and 
cooperative.” ; 

But the program, however popular, 
came close to ending last year, when the 
town received shockingly high bids for the 
service from a small number of contrac- 
tors. Coping with a tax-cap budget for the 
first “time, the town manager did not 
believe he could stretch a tight Depart- 
ment of Public Works budget to cover the 
increased cost, explains Cole.

horses; he therefore suggested the 
citizens develop a proposal for such a 
bylaw for town meeting, if they wish. 

Kartell added that the neighbors can 
consider bringing civil action against 
Tisbert for any damages done to them. 

But the neighborhood group continued to 
emphasize the ‘‘overwhelming health con- 
cern’ presented by Tisbert’s use of li- 
quified wastes. That health risk makes the 
matter a board of health concern, one 
neighbor said. 

“T can live with the odor,’’ he told the 
board, ‘‘but can you tell me that the 
amount of liquid waste being put into that 
land will not present a health problem for 
me or my decendants? The board of health 
is responsible for maximizing our safety.’’ 

Representatives of Citizens- for 
Woodhaven Drive said they plan to take 
the matter before the Board of Selectmen. 


which had steered the original proposal 
through town meeting and run the 
program ever since, offered to take over 
the program, using $32,000 already 
budgeted for fiscal year 1980. 

‘“‘We were amazed at how quickly the 
town agreed to that,’’ says Cole. Thus the 
non-profit organization Andover Recycl- 
ing, Inc. was born, and contracted with the 
town to run the recycling program. 

As a private corporation, Andover 
Recycling was free from the restrictive 
bidding process the town was tied to, ex- 
plains Cole. ‘“‘The town was not at liberty 
to negotiate, as we are,’’ she says, ‘‘nor 
did the town have time to look for a con- 
tractor as we have.”’ 

As a result, one year later, the program 
is running more smoothly than ever, Cole 
says. ‘‘We have never had better service. 
We are now using our fourth contractor, 
Miller Disposal of Bedford, and he is by 
far the best. He’s consistent in his service 
and quick to answer complaints. 

‘““Everyone,’’ she says happily, ‘‘is 
satisfied.”’ 


Miller’s contract has recently been 
renewed for another year; his fee has 
risen to $40,000, which Cole calls 
“‘reasonable.”’ With half of that sum ap- 
propriated through town meeting and less 
than $14,000 raised by selling the 
recyclables, Andover Recycling will have 
to make up the difference. ‘‘We’re a little 
short, but I feel confident we can make it 
up,’’ Cole says. 

Miller Disposal sweeps through town 
Monday through Thursday, the first four 
weeks of every month, following the 
town’s trash pick-up route so that recycled 
goods are picked up on the same day as 
trash. 

Newspapers and magazines are picked up 
during the first and third weeks of-each 
month, while clear glass is picked up dur- 
ing the second week, and green and brown 
glass, during the fourth week. Recyclables 
can be left out in the rain, says Cole — 
they will be picked up wet or dry. 


The same ‘driver has been making 
pickups for a year and is quite familiar 
with Andover’s streets by now, says Cole. 
But anyone whose home is skipped should 
simply cali the Recycling Committee, she 
Says. During especially busy weeks, the 
driver will finish the previous day’s route 
before starting the next round, says Cole, 
which may set the schedule back a bit. 

Most Andover residents contribute 
paper to the program, with more than 680 
tons collected since last July, says Cole. 
The driver brings the paper to Essex 
Waste Paper, Lawrence, where it may Sell 
for as little as $5 per ton, or as much as $35 
a ton. ‘The price we get for paper always 
varies,’’ explains Cole. ‘‘Right now we’re 
getting $15 for a ton.” 

The amount of paper coilected also 
varies, for no apparent reason, she adds. 
‘‘During February and May, we collected 
55 tons each month,”’ says Cole, ‘‘but dur- 
ing April, we collected 99 tons. I can’t ex- 
plain it.’’ 

Residents who put out their glass con- 
tainers are more consistent, contributing 
about 20 tons a month, says Cole, a figure 
that disappoints the Recycling Com- 
mittee. 

‘There is not as much glass participa- 
tion as we'd like,’’ Cole says. ‘People ask 
us, ‘Why should we save glass? It’s only 
made out of sand, and we have plenty of 
that.’ ”’ 

What many do not realize is that recycl- 
ing glass saves energy, she says, because 
glass can be recycled at lower 
temperatures than those at which new 
glass can be made. For that reason, the 
machines used in the process also last 
longer, Cole says. 


Andover Recycling sells the: glass it 
collects to Miller at $10 per ton. Miller in 
turn sells it to a glass container corpora- 
tion in Dayville, Conn., ‘‘the only plant in 


New England that uses recycled glass,”’ 
Says Cole. ‘‘And that corporation can’t 
even get enough glass to fill all its 
burners.”’ 

Some residents may not realize they can 
recycle more than beer and gingerale 
bottles, says Cole. Any glass container, 
such as ketchup and mayonnaise bottles, 
may be contributed. The program re- 
quires only that labels be removed and 
containers rinsed and separated by color. 

The effort invested in recycling saves 
more than energy — it saves the town 
money, too, says Cole. ‘‘People who are 
conservation-minded already have good 
reasons for recycling,’’ she says. ‘‘But it 
comes right down to dollars and cents, 
too.”’ 

With trash disposal becoming ‘‘more 
difficult and more expensive every year,” 
it now costs less to dispose of one ton of 
recyclable material than one ton of trash, 
Cole explains. 

“Every ton that we can pull out of the. 
disposal system is one less ton that has to 
be buried in a landfill, or go up in smoke in 
an incinerator, and the town has to pay for 
those things,’ she says. 

The recycling program thus saves the 
town tax dollars, ‘‘particularly in the long 
run,’’ even if it does not make a profit. . 
“That's one reason the town manager and 
director of the department of public works 
have always been behind the program,”’ 
Cole says. 

Helping the corporation pay its way are 
the annual spring recycling auction and 
sale, and regular aluminum drives. 

This year’s auction netted $1400, whicn 
will help pay for publicizing the program, 
including mailing calendars to every 

+ household in town, says Cole. ’ 

The next aluminum drive will be held 9 
a.m. to 4 p.m. Saturday in the town hall 
parking lot. The committee will collect 

- all-aluminum cans and containers only. 
(Cole advises that cans be given the: 
magnet test: If a magnet sticks to a can, it 
is steel and not aluminum.) The com- 
mittee will sell the aluminum it collects 
for 23 cents a pound. 

Andover Recycling, Inc., weleomes new 
members with new ideas, says Cole. Ac- 
tive members of the corporation currently 
include, in addition to Cole, Tina 
Girdwood, treasurer; Peggy Corbett, 
secretary; and Peggy Hutchins, Margaret 
Purcell, Elame Katz, Lolli Sumberg, Lynn 
Beattie. and Leslie Frost. 

The future looks bright for the recycling 
program now, Cole believes, because ‘‘An- 
dover’s for it.’’ But, she adds one more 
time, ‘‘We need more glass!”’

Seifert added this week that the school 
closing, caused by declining enrollments 
here, had called for a reduction in staff. 
But, he said, no regular staff members 
had to be cut, because of resignations and 
leaves of absence. 

Many others requested transfers and, 
McGrail said, most got their choices. Most 
who wanted to stay where they are will be 
able to. 

The Doherty pupils will slam the door 
behind them today, on a task that McGrail 
calls ‘“‘awesome’’: all the furniture, 
supplies and books (there are thousands of 
volumes in the media center alone), must 
be moved to new schools over the 
summer. 

McGrail said he has been sorting 
through requests from other schools since 
the closing was announced, and that all of 
the contents of Doherty have been tagged 
for their moves. Some of the smaller 
items have been transferred ‘‘catch as 
catch can” over the past month, as they 
were no longer needed for this year. 

He said there will be administrative 
meetings this week dealing with the 
specifics of moving. 

Because conversion of Doherty to a 
junior high, as approved by town meeting, 
can’t get underway until next spring, 
McGrail said that he will probably have 


. his office there, with some other ad- 


ministrative offices as well. 

He said it can’t be vacated completely, 
because a building deteriorates more 
rapidly after it is closed down. 

He said the heat must be kept on 
anyway, to keep the pipes from freezing 
up. 
The only part of the building program 
that could get going in the relatively near 
future, he said, is site work on the playing 
fields. The sooner they get a go-ahead 
from the school building committee, he 
said, the sooner those fields will be back in 
use. 

As for the other schools, there will be 
the usual amount of maintenance and 
cosmetic work over the summer, Seifert 
said, with one majer job heading the list; 
removal of the asbestos in the ceilings at 
West Jr. High. 

He added that there will soon be a new 
foreman reporting to Plant Engineer Al 
Hart, to assist the building custodians with 
the work flow. Projects, he said, should 
start moving along more readily. 

In the academic area, Asst. Supt. 
Charles Mitsakos is looking ahead to 
stronger programs for speaking and 
listening skills, and for writing. There will 
also be every effort, he said, to offer ex- 


' perience in metrics to all pupils at the 


elementary school level. 

Seifert said there will be an effort in the 
fall to have students accept more respon- 
sibility for solving the problem of van- 


dalism. He said they had asked the student 
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Trt Anrover Townsman 


councils to come forward this spring and 
discuss the kind of behavior they expect 
from their peers, and how they can 
promote positive behavior. 

‘“‘We shouldn’t expect miracles,’’ he 
said, ‘‘but we can expect much more overt 
student support.” 

Looking back over the year, Seifert said 
he belived the community and staff ‘‘real- 
ly deserve a heckuva lot of credit” for the 
way they responded to the school.closing, 
administrative shifts and the building 
program. He added that there could also 
have been very difficult contract talks this 
year. 

McGrail agreed that ‘‘it all went very 
easily when you look at protests and 
marches that have occurred in other com- 
munities.”’ 


As for September, he said it’s not the 
students who will be suffering.
